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PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 


The  big  Paper  Money 
Show  of  the  year  was 
held  as  usual  in  Mem- 
phis on  June  15-17,1990. 
The  Memphis  International 
Paper  Money  Show  was  the 
14th  consecutive  one  held 
there  and  was  great  for 
most  of  the  collectors 
seeking  new  treasures  to 
add  to  their  collections. 
It  gets  more  difficult 
each  year  to  find  these 
additions  so  most  of  us 
are  becoming  more  advanced 
and  not  enough  new  mater- 
ial shows  up. 

Ken  Keller  was  our 
speaker  there  and  he  in- 
troduced a new  collecting 
field  to  those  of  us  in 
attendence.  He  spoke  on 
Civil  War  Paymaster 
Vouchers.  He  has  a nice 
collection  of  these  and  displayed  them  for  us  after  his 
discussion  on  them.  There  has  been  very  little  written  on 
these  and  they  are  all  very  scarce.  Anybody  have  any  imput 
on  these?  I have  a few  but  need  more  education  about  them. 

I just  returned  from  N.Y.  where  I attended  the  auction 
of  Christie's  Early  American  Banknote  sale.  All  of  these 
notes  were  from  the  Archives  of  The  American  Banknote  Co. 
that  they  had  stored  and  covered  the  era  of  1810  to  1874. 
This  was  all  new  material  and  it  drew  all  the  major  paper 
money  dealers  and  collectors  from  all  over.  Price  est- 
imates were  all  low  so  all  lots  exceeded  that  price  but 
this  was  a once  in  a lifetime  sale.  Most  of  these  notes 
were  in  sheets  and  many  of  the  sheets  were  in  the  un- 
listed category  (lacking  imprints  etc.)  and  many  others 
so  rare  that  maybe  only  one  note  of  the  sheet  of  four 
was  known.  Most  of  the  obsolete  notes  in  proof  are  tough 
to  find  as  singles  where  as  trying  to  find  a full  sheet 
is  unheard  of  and  a real  find.  Now  that  the  dealers  have 
these  notes  there  will  be  many  of  them  coming  on  the 
market  and  will  be  showing  up  at  future  auctions.  The 
collectors  of  course  will  be  keeping  theirs  in  their 
collections  as  I intend  to  do  for  the  most  part  on  the 
lots  I won  of  the  Michigan  Notes.

One  final  thought.  A1  Latson  and  I attended  Memphis 
together  this  year  as  we  have  done  for  the  last  8-10 
years.  Flew  down  there  together  and  shared  the  same  room 
and  many  conversations  together.  A1  passed  away  in  July 
(July  8,  1990)  while  attending  the  summer  seminar  at  the 

ANA  in  Colorado  Springs.  I,  and  Many  of  my  colleagues, 
will  miss  A1  and  his  jovial  personality  at  our  future 
gatherings.  He  was  an  inspiration  and  a fine  leader  in 
our  paper  money  friends.
